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SENATOR DeCAMP: No, an amendment to an amendment Is okay.
It's an amendment to an amendment to an amendment that
isn't okay.
SPEAKER MARVEL: That is what we are speaking to.
SENATOR DeCAMP: Oh, okay, well then I won't do it.
SPEAKER MARVEL: No, I have a suggestion. I think It is
getting late and people are getting nervous and tired and 
I appreciate the willingness you have to stay until we get 
at least a majority of the process under way and I guess I 
would suggest that you draw up ari amendment...
SENATOR DeCAMP: Okay.
SPEAKER MARVEL: ...and that Senator Lamb draw up an amend­
ment .
SENATOR DeCAMP: Maybe Senator Lamb and Senator Warner and
myself can get together and see if we can't reach something 
that is agreeable.
SPEAKER MARVEL: 
tomorrow.

That Is fine. Bring it to the Legislature

SENATOR DeCAMP: Is that okay with you fellers?
SPEAKER MARVEL: Does somebody object?
SENATOR DeCAMP: Koch is pouting.
